425. No producer of milk, and no 
person owning or operating a dairy 
farm or owning or possessing one 
or more milch cows shall sell, or 
offer for sale or supply any milk 
in fluid form without first obtaining 
a certificate of regstration from the 
Local Board of Health of the Health 
District in which the said milk is to 
to be 6old offered for sale or supp¬ 
lied. Said certificate shall define the 
premises with respect to which it 
is issued and be limited to such pre¬ 
mises. 

426. No person shall sell, or supply 
or offer or permit to be sold or supp¬ 
lied to any person registered as a 
Collector or Distributor or otherwise 
under these regulations or to any 
person engaged in supplying of milk 
lor human consumption in fluid 
form any milk, whether intended 
lor human consumption or not, with¬ 
out first obtaining a certificate of 
registration from the Local Health 
Boa.d of the healtli ill. triet in which 
the said milk is to be sold, offered 
for sale or supplied. Said certificate 
.‘dial 1 define the premises with re¬ 
spect to which it is issued and be 
limited to such premises. 

428. No Initial certificate of reg¬ 
istration shall be issued until an n- 
spection has been made of the app¬ 
licants premises, herd and me h d 
of production, storing and handling. 

430. No producer s certificate of 
registration shall be issued for pre¬ 
mises except where there exists 
proper facilities for the cooling and 
ro °l storage of milk under clean and 
sanitary conditions.

WINTER WHEAT 

This season Is proving particularly 
a favorable one for winter wheat in 
localities adapted to this crop where 
practical I y no winter killing occurred 
'luring the past winter in the variet¬ 
ies that are consdered the most 
winter hardy. 

The previous winter had proved 
one of the worst for winter wheat 
as many fields were lost from winter 
killing. It was unfortunate that those 
losses discouraged many fanners 
from seeding winter wheat last fall. 

Thost who di<l seed It have found 
it a great advantage during this late 
wet spring to have at least a portion 
of their seeding operations disposed 
of and aUBo to have now a crop of 
winter when twhicli promises to del 
initely outyielil their spring wheat. 

Chemical weed ikllers have now 
been developed to the point where 
they are giving good satisfaction on 
the weeds which are generally most 
troublesome in winter wheat, part¬ 
icularly tumbling mustard and stink 
weed. The cost is not prohibitive 
and many farmers who have spray¬ 
ed their fields this season look upon 
this method of weed control as a 
great advantage In winter wheat pro¬ 
duction. This 1 h in agreement with 
experiments at the Experimental 
Station, Lethbridge. 

In certain fall seasons grasshopp¬ 
ers prove destructive to winter wheat 
especially to crops sown before the 
middle of September Investigators 
at tlie Dominion Entomological Lab¬ 
oratory. Lethbridge stated that re¬ 
sults obtained to date indicate that 
grasshoppers can be kept well und¬ 
er control by spraying the fields with 
Chlordune. using the type of spray¬ 
ing machine commonly used for 
spraying weeds. This treatment is 
fairly expensive but by no means 
excessive on fields whore grasshopp¬ 
ers are expected to be numerous. 
Spraying the marginal strips of the 
field is frequently sufficient. More 
ii bp Imatlon is requited reijardingj 
tha form of gARBhopper control, but 
it lias appeared quite promising to 
date.
